There are also a few obscure 
titles and several that have a historic significance. The final 1ist 
Was then sorted by copyright date and alphabetical order, and 
Organised into chapters for the book. 


How were the screenshots taken? 

It would be IMpractical to organise screen Photography, so PC 
ePMULlators like Wice and CCS were used to capture the screenshots. 
The Palettes use@d are designed to give a "bright" image on the page.
